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The Russians’ 
Big Obsession: You!

evidence of the Soviets’ feverish concern: catching up with America 


WV hen I visited Russia with my father earlier this 
year, we were invited to take a look at a chicken farm 
near the remote city of Alma-ata. On the wall of one 
of the chicken coops we saw a graph comparing the 
egg-laying accomplishments of Russian chickens with 
the production of U.S. chickens. Underneath this 
graph was a slogan in Russian: "Catch up with the. 
United States!” 

The U.S.A. is on every Russian's mind. You can't 
travel anywhere in the Soviet Union without seeing 
graphs like this, as well as slogans, charts, posters, and 
other reminders that the Russians are determined to 
pull ahead of us in production. 

Along with a strong sense of economic rivalry is 
another feeling — the Russians are fascinated by every- 
thing American. This fascination makes them extraor- 
dinarily friendly, especially the young people. 


The American Way 


Once, in Leningrad, I was surrounded by a group of 
Russian teen-agers. My father joined me. He asked 
some of the boys why they wore their hair so long, and 
they replied, “That’s the way they wear it in America.” 

We noticed that many of the boys wore a very poor, 
flimsy imitation of blue jeans. This, too, was an 
obvious attempt to copy the American style. 

We came to the subject of music, and found that 
American jazz was extremely popular. However, the 
current rage in Leningrad was rock ’n’ roll! They lis- 
ten to it on U.S. overseas radio broadcasts, make 
recordings of the programs, pass them around. 

I made friends with a particularly-avid rock-’n’-roll 
fan of about 20. Since I had been advised previously 
that Elvis Presley was popular in Russia, I had a few 
Presley records with me. I asked this young Russian 
up to my hotel room to give him a copy of “Jailhouse 
Rock." As I handed him the recording, he grinned, 
examined the colorful record jacket approvingly, and 
slipped the recording out and passed his fingers lov- 
ingly over the grooves. Then he handed it carefully 
back to me. He thought I had brought him up there 
merely to show him this treasure! 

When I gave it back, and he finally understood that 
I meant him to keep it, he literally danced with excite- 


ment and hugged me three times. He insisted on find- 
ing an interpreter. Then he told me he was sorry he 
had nothing to give me in return at the moment, but 
that he would be back the next day with a gift. Sure 
enough, he showed up the following morning to pre- 
sent me with a Russian record. 

Every young Russian I met had a similar intense 
interest in American ways. One day in Moscow, while 
I was taking pictures in Red Square, a student of 
about 19 came up to me and asked the usual first ques- 
tion, *Are you an American?" We walked along 
together and then he rode with me on the subway back 
to my hotel. We discussed the prices of American 
cars and cameras and he was surprised at how inex- 
pensive they were. He said he listened to jazz on the 
Voice of America. I asked him if he ever heard news 
broadcasts. He replied that they were always jammed. 

This particular student was majoring in economics, 
but he told me that his real interest was music. He 
also said that most of his friends had gone to Siberia to 
work in the fields during the summer. I asked him 
why he hadn't gone. He answered, rather proudly, 
that he hadn't wanted to go and so he didn't. He said 
the State "urges" young people to work on farms in 
the summer, but that it isn't absolutely compulsory. 

In many ways, I found him surprisingly independ- 
ent. He did not like politics, and he disapproved of 
jamming foreign broadcasts. When I told him that I 
had listened to Radio Moscow and had heard Ameri- 
cans called “‘capitalistic warmongers,” he seemed 
embarrassed, and obviously knew it was propaganda. 


Timid Curiosity 


Wherever I went in Russia, I saw evidences of dis- 
belief in official Soviet propaganda. It appears that 
many Russians are not entirely fooled by the constant 
diet of anti-American material they are fed. 

T'll never forget my very first evening in Leningrad. 
As I left the hotel I came upon a crowd, mostly of 
young people, gathered around an American car. 
Several youths spotted me and asked me in English if 
I was an American. When I answered “Yes,” they 
crowded around and eager questions came flying: How 
much did a Buick cost? Where had I come from?

How? Was I a student? What did I study? What 
did my father do? Was I a capitalist? 

By then they were all smiles and laughs. I tried to 
answer them all. The capitalist question was tough. 
Isaid I was not a capitalist, and I tried to explain that 
the capitalist class was not what it used to be because 
of our graduated income tax. I don't think they un- 
derstood this very well. 

There is one thing I want to emphasize: the Russian 
people are not aggressive. Their first questions are 
always timid. But when one responds with obvious 
friendship, they relax and become extremely friendly. 

In Samarkand, for example, people would line the 
Streets, just to see us. Wherever we stopped a crowd 
would gather. But they wouldn't speak or even wave 
until Dad waved to them first. Then they would 
applaud and wave enthusiastically. 

It was interesting that these warm receptions oc- 
curred at the height of the Lebanese crisis. The daily 
papers were calling us *imperialistic warmongers" and 
loudly proclaiming that the people of Russia were 
"everywhere protesting America's imperialistic aggres- 
sion." Actually, these people—— Continued on page 42

Does It Pay 
A Wife To Work? 


There are hidden costs most career wives don't figure on, says this economist. But there

are hidden benefits, too. Here's how much you're getting out of your family's **second income" 


k you are a married woman whose husband has a 
job, should you take a job, too? Strictly as a dollars- 
and-cents proposition, how about it? Do you get a 
good break? x 
The answer is that, at best, the more than 10 mil- 
lion working wives in the U.S.A. are not getting a 
very good financial run for their work. At worst, 
when the husband has a large income, the wife’s 
job may actually be costing the family money. 
Most working wives figure the costs of holding 
their jobs in terms of transportation to and from the 
job, business clothing and meals away from home. 
For mothers of younger children it is often neces- 
sary to engage someone to ride herd. And in some 
cases social activities connected with the job, such as 





anniversary parties and bridal and baby showers, 
seem to absorb quite a lot of money. 

“They keep telling me about the fringe benefits I 
am getting on my job, but they never say anything 
about my fringe social expenses,” was the rather 
cheerless observation of one wife working in an office. 


Those Hidden Expenses 


Job expenses of course vary, even within the same 
general salary bracket. Secretaries and laboratory 
assistants may have quite different clothing bills. 
Expenses also may vary with the temperaments of 
the working wives, how hard pressed or how com- 
fortable they are financially, and the number of 
young children in the family. One working wife 


INCOME AND OUTGO: All too often a working wife finds there is too little of the one and too much of the other 


with a full-time job and a well-heeled husband re- 
ported that she was spending more than her entire 
salary to engage a governess for the three children 
she left at home. Another, with no children and a 
job at a store almost next door, had trouble adding 
up any extra expenses her job was imposing on her. 

Sometimes overlooked in figuring “how much it 
costs to work” are the hidden expenses. A real hid- 
den expense for many working wives is their re- 
stricted shopping time. It is possible for the average 
American family to save about $500 a year by taking 
advantage of bargain sales. Most working wives 
encounter difficulties in shopping at sales. Another 
hidden cost comes in the lack of time or energy to 
do sewing and dress- —— Continued on page 11

making. Still another is the higher 
cost of quickly prepared foods, in- 
cluding more expensive cuts of 
meat, to which working wives fre- 
quently resort for lack of house- 
keeping hours. Also, lack of time 
may prevent them from making 
savings by doing home canning. 

A number of working wives also 
reported that, among the more or 
less hidden costs of holding their 
jobs, are higher family medical bills 
—less time to nurse minor family 
ills, less willingness to chance their 
becoming serious. It might well be, 
of course, that calling the doctor 





. quickly actually cut what otherwise 


would have turned out to be much 
higher medical bills. 

Of course, there are also hidden 
benefits for the working wife that 
don't show up in the pay check. 
Even if your job, as a working wife, 
is not paying you very well right 
now, that's not the end of the dol- 
lars-and-cents part of the story. The

acquiring after you have worked a 
year and a half at one time or an- 
othér have very substantial money 
value.

government pamphlets which you can get at your local 
Social Security office or by writing to the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare). 

And many working wives get substantial fringe benefits 
in the form of insurance, hospitalization, pension funds, 
etc. Women employed in stores usually get valuable dis- 
count privileges and bargain-sale opportunities. Finally, 
by knowing how to handle a regular job you are acquiring 
economic security that is definitely worth money, even if it 
is hard to put a specific price tag on it. 

But when all the dollars-and-cents benefits are taken into 
account, the fact remains that the great army of working 
wives in the U.S.A. gets anything but a glamorous financial 
deal. Indeed, one of the most notable facts about the great 
social and economic revolution produced by the millions of 
American housewives who have left their homes to take 
regular jobs is that there hasn't been more in it for them in 
dollars and cents. 


“Getting By” Vs. Shortage 


Even where the net addition to the family income made 
by wives is small, many of them report that it makes the 
difference between “getting by" comfortably and having a 
nerve-jangling shortage of family income. 

Whatever her motive for working, every wife, either 
presently employed or contemplating taking a job, should 
have a clear picture of real earnings. Our “pie chart” on 
Page 11 will give a quick approximation of a working 
wife’s taxes, expenses, and weekly net pay, depending on 
her and her husband’s gross earnings. (The number of 
dependents makes very little weekly tax difference.) 

The expenses in the chart are based on an informal 
survey, which started with an obliging secretary who is a 
working wife. She spread the inquiry around a whole 
series of different jobs held by working wives. Then it got 
spread by mail and travel to different parts of the country. 

But to get your own picture, I suggest you fill out the 
following check list to see where you stand:

How To Swim

“i sing of olaf glad and big...” wrote 
poet e. e. cummings (who writes in lower 
case). He wasn’t thinking of the New York 
Aquarium’s most popular resident, but he 
might as well have been. 

For although Olaf the walrus will cer- 
tainly get bigger (he weighs 1,200 pounds 
now, will grow to some 3,000) he couldn’t 
get much gladder. Reason: as the only 
walrus in captivity in the Western Hemi- 
sphere, he has a whale of a time. 

“All growing boys need playmates,” says 
Dr. Carleton Ray, assistant to the Aquari- 
um’s director. “Olaf’s playmate is me.” 

Not that Olaf doesn’t get along all right 
with the seals and sea-lions that live in his 
tank with him.

That something is usually Olaf. 

But for fun and games, Olaf prefers Ray, 
who says: “The object of our game is a 
morsel of mackerel I hide on me.

Is it Safe 
To Go 
Steady? 


Our teen-age expert answers the question 


that most troubles kids — and parents 


Helio, everybody! Today I’m going to do something 
a little different from my first two columns. Instead of 
answering an assortment of letters I’m going to make 
one big reply to a mountain of mail that’s come in on 
a single subject: going steady. 

I've got some definite opinions on this problem, and 
I’m going to trot them out here, even though I suspect 
some of you may not like what I say. First I want to 
talk to parents frightened by the custom of going steady. 

Many of them would be less 
worried if they understood the 
reasons for it. 

Grownups, most of them, 
know the value of security and 
spend a lot of time seeking it. 
They should realize that “going 
steady" is also a search for 

, Security — that warm, reassur- 
ing feeling that comes from 
having a permanent, reliable 
boy-or-girl-friend. 

Adults also appreciate de- 
pendability, serious-minded- 
ness. They should realize that 
steady dating is often an early 
sign of loyalty and stability. 

What I have to say next is mainly for you kids. 
I think the reason going steady is such a burning issue 
is that you don't explain to your parents what it really 
is. Many parents tend to think of it as a sort of tacit 
announcement that their 14-year-old daughter is plan- 
ning to “middle-aisle it" next June with the freckle- 
faced 15-year-old neighbor. 


What It Really Means 


“Going steady” is definitely not a synonym for “going 
to get married soon." In the majority of cases it just 
means being with your favorite boy or girl friend at the 
high-school or church dance — knowing he or she will 
be there to walk you home, share a malted. It's wearing 
his letter, pin, sweater; or having her name engraved on 
his identification bracelet. 

Communications between parents and children, how- 
ever, have broken down to such a point that mothers 










and fathers are left in the dark to imagine what they will. 

Can you blame-them for being alarmed when they 
think you are dropping a carload of friends to spend all 
of your time with just one? Don't think they're pre- 
historic old fossils, either, if they worry about petting 
parties or long romantic sessions in parked cars. You 
know yourselves that familiarity is apt to breed over- 
familiarity. 

Right or wrong, this is the going-steady specter that 
haunts your parents. It's why they tell you to wait a few 
years, meet more people, other fellows, other girls.

When 1958 rolls to its end, the International Geo- 
physical Year will come to its close, too — and you 
will have lived through Year One of the Space Age. 


The beginning of an era is a queer time to live. As . 


one's everyday life glides imperceptibly into the 
events rushing past, it is hard to assess the full impact 
of the change, but the change is nevertheless there. 

Those who lived in the very first years of the Indus- 
trial Revolution, only barely aware of what was hap- 
pening, must have felt much as we do today. For the 
world will never be the same again. Yn times to come, 
when regular ships are coasting down the spaceways 
to the newly opened colony on Mars or Venus, men 
will hark back to the beginnings, back to the times 
before atomic drive ...to the early chemical- 
powered spaceships . . . to Space Year One. 

What kind of a year was it? Well, it started offi- 
cially as the Geophysical Year in July, 1957. But 
nobody really thought much about it until the Rus- 
sians orbited Sputnik I on October 4, 1957, and the 
Army launched the first U.S. satellite, Explorer Lon 
January 31, 1958. 

Not long after that, the Navy's sleek Vanguard, an 
original IGY project delayed by mishaps, went into 
orbit. In the fall of '58 the Air Force fired the open- 
ing shot in man's great offensive against the next 
astronautical target — the moon. 

There were many signs that a new age had dawned.

Such 
a rocket could put a 40,000-pound payload in orbit 
around the earth or land 10,000 pounds on the moon 
with a 400-pound return section to earth. 


3. True. Her name was Laika and she was especially 
trained on the ground for her mission in space. We 
learned that weightlessness apparently didn't bother 
her and that radiation did not interfere with her 
normal biological processes. In September of this 
year the Russians succeeded in rocketing two dogs, 
“Whitey” and “Checky,” to a height of 280 miles 
and in getting them back to earth with the aid of 
parachutes.

fired it and two parts of a shroud that was jettisoned after 
arrival in orbit. 

6. False. The head of the NASA is T. Keith Glennan, 
president of the Case Institute of Technology in Cleveland, 
Ohio, and former member of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. Dr. Killian is the President's scientific advisor. 


7. True. Dr. James Van Allen, in charge of instrumentation 
of the Explorers, reported that I and III discovered a band 
of radiation above 600 miles “one thousand times as 
intense as could be attributed to cosmic rays.” Explorer IV 
forced an upward revision of this estimate. Best theoretical 
guess as to what it was: ionized hydrogen gas shot out by 
the sun and kept at a distance from the upper fringes of the 
atmosphere by the earth's magnetic field — a guess sup- 
ported by the Air Force's lunar probe, “Pioneer.” 


8. True. Airman Donald G. Farrell was sealed in the 
replica of a spaceship control room for a seven-day simu- 
lated flight to the moon. The conditions were just as they 
would be on an actual flight and Farrell's body mechanisms 
were recorded outside his cabin. He emerged after a week 
of confinement a trifle irritable but healthy. 


9. True. And this is perhaps the best indication that the 
Space Age had its real roots years before the first satellite 
was launched. The Far Side rocket fired from a Skyhook 
balloon at 100,000 feet to a final altitude of nearly 4,000 
miles was merely a routine part of America's upper atmos- 
phere research program for the IGY.

shack of a restaurant called Trader Vic's, located 
in Oakland, across the Bay from San Francisco. 
Polynesian foods were served and in such a unique 
manner that people were telling people. But 
trends build slowly. The second factor was the 
war, making the South Pacific our next door 
neighbor. And suddenly Trader Vic's expanded 
into a chain. 

Noting the public's mood, other restaurants 
are opening in Baltimore, Atlanta, even in Paris. 
There is a Polynesian Room in the Somerset Hotel 
in staid old Boston. 

Home cooks follow suit. There is a scramble 
these times to buy the cookbooks which tumble 
from the presses, cram-jammed with Far Eastern 
food and drink ideas. Such intoxicating mixtures ; 
these foods come influenced by the many groups 
who have settled in the islands — a flavor exotic 
and international. 

The new Cinerama production, “South Seas 
Adventure," has added interest to ways Polyne- 
sian. When the picture opened in New York 
City, I was invited to a Tamaaraa, or feast, as 
given 2,000 miles beyond Hawaii on the Island of 
Tahiti, below the Equator. 


Exotic Curry Flavor 


Our hostess was Ramine, the beautiful young 
dancer in the Tahitian scene of the travel picture. 
She and her foster mother, Mrs. Prudence Allan, 
had prepared some 20 dishes and presented them 
to friends as one would at a feast on that far 
away island. 

Several of the dishes call for coconut cream, 
which, Mrs. Allan told me, is used there instead of 
fresh milk, as coconut oil replaces butter. 

To make the cream she figures one cup milk 
from one big coconut. Whack open the nut and 
grate the flesh. Tie the grated meat in a clean 
cheesecloth square, then twist to squeeze out 
juice. A dickens of a job! We substitute with a 
coconut cream as made in the recipe below, using 
the commercial flaked or the shredded coconut. 

Have the time of your life with a South Seas 
buffet. Keep the hors d'oeuvres sputtering hot 
over the brazier while cocktails or fruit punch 
go the rounds. Star this Tahitian curried chicken, 
which tastes different from curry as we know it 
here. In this, turmeric is used half and half 
with the curry powder to give a flavor similar 
to the grated rea root which is used in Tahiti. 
Have red bananas baked in half shell. Cold, 
cooked crawfish tails might be served with may- 
onnaise. For a second main dish we suggest 
Umani, a combination of pork with vegetables. 
Spinach is prepared with the coconut cream. This 
Song of the Island Cake for dessert, and a second 
dessert, thin slices of pineapple for finger food. 


Samoan Baked Spinach

.2 cups flaked or shredded coconut 

1 cup heavy cream 

1 teaspoon salt 

Dash of cayenne pepper 

2 10-ounce packages frozen chopped spinach, 
thawed ? 


Combine coconut and cream. Let stand 40 min- 
utes. Simmer gently 10 minutes. Cool. Strain 
off cream by squeezing mixture through several 
thicknesses of cheesecloth. Add seasonings to 
coconut cream; combine with spinach. Place 
mixture in a 1-quart baking dish. Bake at 325°F.

were crowding happily around us, waving and cheering. 

It was this way throughout Siberia and Central Asia. In 
Tashkent, the children crowded around and said, in Russian, 
“Give our best regards to all your American children." At 
Rubtsovsk it was the same thing. This was Siberia, and an 
American here is about as rare as an Eskimo in the tropics. 
One needs special permission to travel through Siberia. 

In Novosibirsk, an industrial city in Siberia, we went to 
the theater. After the performance, and after applauding the 
actors, the entire audience turned around and began ap- 
plauding us — the “imperialist warmongers !” 

Everywhere we went, the people tried to be hospitable. 
At almost every dinner or luncheon we attended in Russia 
small American flags were put on the table in our honor. 

Probably no Russian is more interested in Americans than 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev himself. My most intriguing 
time in the USSR was the day I met him. Dad was scheduled

to have a private interview with Khrushchev and my brother 
Borden and I went along. 

The first thing I noticed upon entering the Kremlin 
grounds was that the soldiers standing guard here were 
impressively neat and erect. Most Russian soldiers wear 
baggy, sloppy uniforms, but these guards were trim and tidy. 


Silent Nerve Center 


We entered the Kremlin, and went up in a slow, old- 
fashioned elevator. Then we were led down a long corridor 
to Khrushchev’s outside office. I couldn't help comparing 
this with a busy American office. And what a difference! 
We saw absolutely no activity — no secretaries, no type- 
writers, nothing but empty rooms and silence. It was eerie. 
There was no feeling that this was the nerve center of the 
whole country. 

While Dad went inside for his interview with Khrushchev, 
I waited in the outside room with Mr. K's male secretary, or 
aide. Again I was struck by the lack of business-like atmos- 
phere. The aide wandered around in a seemingly aimless 
fashion. 

I waited there and leafed through some propaganda 
pamphlets and Russian newspapers. Then I noticed a Rus- 
sian phonograph, and I went over and found an American 
recording on it, a work by the late British composer Vaughan 
Williams. I tried to play it but the machine didn't work. 
The aide and some other people tried to get it to play but, to 
their obvious embarrassment, it wouldn't. They explained 
it was a new model and not yet in production. 

Next I tried the TV set. It would have worked, I think, 
but there was nothing being broadcast — this was mid- 
afternoon — so I went back to the propaganda pamphlets. 

Finally Mr. Khrushchev and Dad were finished with their 
talk, and I was led into the office. It was a long. narrow 
room. In the center was a green-covered conference table. 
At the far end of the room was Khrushchev's desk. It had 
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BANISH ODORS —in seconds!

no papers on it, but was cluttered with Bouveuirs two models 
of jet airliners, and two phones. 

Khrushchev greeted Borden and me jovially, shaking our 
hands and smiling broadly. He is shorter and more rotund 
than I expected him to be. He speaks no English, so every- 
thing is said through an interpreter. 

I had my camera, and Khrushchev gladly consented to 
being photographed. He said that he had always liked to 
take pictures when he was young. Dad said that when he 
was young he didn't have time to take pictures. Whereupon 
Khrushchev replied instantly that when he was young he 
worked in the mines. 


The Last Word 


Dad told me later that this was typical of the whole inter- 
view. Khrushchev dislikes being outdone, and always tries 
to have the last word. It occurred to me that here, in 
Khrushchev, both Russian attitudes toward Americans were 
typified — he was friendly, but at the same time he was com- 
petitive. Later Dad reminded me that the whole Russian 
policy of economic rivalry had been started by Khrushchev 
himself. 

Dad mentioned to Mr. K. that I had just finished college 
and was going to return to America and look for a job. 
Khrushchev smiled and laughingly suggested that I stay in 
Russia and marry a Russian girl. Everyone laughed, and we 
left Khrushchev's office with handshakes and smiles. 

On the way back to the hotel, Dad told me how the inter- 
view had been arranged. It was at an official lunch — a six- 
course, vodka, wine, and brandy affair. At 2:30, as the 
]uncheon was finally ending, they informed Dad that he had 


an appointment with Khrushchev in a little while. There was : 


no time for checking with our ambassador or preparing in

good deal through our newspapers and magazines. In Dad’s 
interview with Khrushchev, the Russian premier said that 
he reads the syndicated newspaper columnist Walter Lipp- 
mann regularly. One thing is certain: they know much more 
about us than we know about them. But unfortunately the 
great mass of the Russian people knows probably less about 
us than we do about them. 

One comes away from Russia wondering whether the 
Russian people’s genuine friendliness toward, and interest 
in, Americans will eventually triumph over their fierce com- 
petitive spirit and the aggressiveness of their leaders. 

I don’t know the answer, and I don’t think anybody does. 
Let’s all hope and pray that their friendliness will dominate 
in the end. —— The End
